Many purebred breeders are running into problems of registration, 
American and Canadian. The very fact that there are two registries is 
creating trouble within breed organizations. 

In the United States there is a registry for every breed, sponsored by 
the breed association itself. Many horsemen feel, since the club is looking 
after the registry, controls the animals which are to be registered and has 
the general interests of the breed at heart, that a better job is done, with 
fewer errors, than by the Livestock Records in Canada. 

All breeds in Canada, with the exception of the Appaloosa, are regis- 
tered through the Canadian Livestock Records, an impartial government 
organization. The breeds that are more plentiful have their own Stud 
Book, while the horses of the smaller breeds are placed in the General Stud 
and Herd Book. In all cases to be eligible the horse must be from two 
registered parents of the same breed—registered with the Livestock 
Records, or with their respective registry in the country from which they 
are imported. In the case of a few of the breeds the Canadian association 
works very closely with the Records, thus providing the same personal 
touch as is achieved by the United States registries. 

The big problem at hand today is that not one American registry 
recognises the papers of a Canadian horse, to our knowledge. If a horse 
is registered only in Canada, it is not considered to be registered at all and 
is inelegible to be shown in purebred classes in the United States. 

This is ridiculous—for an animal to have to be registered in a different 
country, even though foaled in Canada, from parents bred and foaled in 
Canada, and perhaps even grandparents foaled in Canada. For U. S. recog- 
nition, all generations must also be registered in the United States. 

We believe that Canadian registration papers should be enough for 
any horse. We also feel that horses with Canadian certificates should be 
accepted and recognized in the United States with no questions asked, even 
as U. S. papers are today accepted in Canada. 
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Of course some breeders may still 
want to double register their ani- 
mals, but many do not feel it neces- 
sary and wish to support the regis- 
try in their own country. For the 
good of all horse breeds. the Ameri- 
can organizations should recognize 
Canadian papers on the same level 
as their own. (From “The Saddle-

More On F.E.I. Rules

Dear George: 

I read your Open Letter which appeared 
in the April 7, 1961 edition of The Chron- 
icle of the Horse. As I stated in your 
presence at the Jumper meeting at 
Houston, I feel that you and your group 
of exhibitors have done a constructive 
thing in pointing out the sloppy handling 
of F.E.I, Rules as they are administered 
at some of the shows throughout the 
country. I do not agree with you that 
fundamentally the F.E.I. Rules as they 
pertain to weight and time cater, in and 
of themselves, to poor competitive jump- 
ing conditions. After all, the Federation 
Equestre Internationale is national and 
international in scope, and I believe that 
their rules, where they do not conflict 
with A.H.S.A. Rules, should be adhered 
to. believe, ingeneral, that F,E.I. Classes 
have materially improved the caliber of 
jumping at the average horse show, and 
certainly have contributed to spectator 
interest in those shows. 

I believe that you and the average 
Jumper exhibitor have a proper complaint 
about the ADMINISTRATION of weight 
and time rules on the part of some show 
management. For example, your state- 
ments are prompting us to tighten down 
our administration of the Jumper Division 
in general. Specifically, we are going to 
have a good pair of scales conveniently 
located by the Out Gate of our ring. 
We will have one preliminary weighing 
of all F,E,I, competitors and where weights 
are assigned will weigh out only those 
competitors at the end of each F.E.L 
Class at, as I say, a conveniently located 
spot near the Out Gate. In addition, we 
will carefully measure, with a wheel, 
each F,E.I, course, taking care to give 
adequate allowance for turns and the spac- 
ing between jumps, and will calibrate that 
measurement to a speed of 360 yards 
per minute. We believe that careful ob-

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Fun Among Ourselves

About 30 years ago an English clerk 
(pronounced “‘clark”) made a discovery 
that is common knowledge among sport- 
ing folk today. He came to the realization 
that there was not enough organized gamb- 
ling going on to satisfy the needs of the 
betting public. 

With nothing but horseracing, grey- 
hound coursing and racing, football pools 
and sweepstakes, the man with the urge 
to have something going for him at all 
times. was hard put to find media. 

There were such games as pitch-and- 
toss and darts in the village pub, but this 
clerk was not one who could get a charge 
from taking pennies from his neighbors, 
He craved serious and continuous action. 

So he invented a gambling game that 
lasted through the whole racing season - 
on one bet. 

He. called together a group of friends - 
clerks, thanes, yeomen and knaves - and 
outlined his plan, 

They voted it a rouser. It was further 
moved, seconded, and carried unanimous- 
ly to put the game in operation immediate- 
ly. This was easy because the flat racing 
season was about to open, 


The Rules 

The rules were simple. Each player 
was to select ten horses and the victories 
registered by those horses were to count 
as scoring points. 

The scores were based on the odds. If 
a horse paid 5 to 1, five points went on 
the score sheet, if a selected animal came 
home at 100 to 1, the score moved up 100 
points, If a hot choice paid 1 to 2, the 
player got ‘arf a point. 

At the end of the flat season, the 
Participant with the biggest total took the 
pot. 

All of the charter members went out 
and solicited their acquaintances and, on 
Opening day, about 40 one-pound notes 
were in the treasury. 

Just as some of England’s best stal- 
lions are brought to this country, so are 
some of Britain’s best ideas. Five years 
ago a group of trainers, Turf journalists, 
clarks’ horsemen and dedicated horse- 
players heard about the way their cousins 
across the sea were filling in the cracks 
between regular bets. 

This, of course, was back in the days 
when Bowie didn’t open until ‘way late in 
March and the lack of action was felt much 


more seriously than it is today. So the 
Bowie Pool was formed, and, in the years 
since, it has become a late winter institu- 
tion. About the time a bettor can’t stand 
the racing hiatus any longer, Bowie opens 
and the game is activated. 

With mutuels payoffs, score-keeping 
was even more interesting than with odds 
and the odd cents helped keep out ties. In 
the American plan, four prizes were decid- 
ed upon, with 60 per cent of the pool going 
to the top scorer, 20 to second man (or 
lady), 15 to third and five to fourth. 


How To Score 

Each player made up a sheet listing his 
ten horses, and sent a copy to the “‘secre- 
tary” (serving without remuneration). 
Only win mutuels counted, and a $10.40 
payoff was worth 1040 points. 

The game started with the Bowie open- 
ing and ended when Bowie closed. 

The Bowie management had no knowl- 
edge that people were playing for free on 
races for which the track was paying 
purses, hiring mutuels clerks, veterinar- 
ians, etc. 

In the inaugural session of the contest, 
25 participated. Among the group was a 
distinguished Turf journalist, who is, he 
often says, outstanding in his selecting 
ability. 

He chipped in his ten bucks (two 
pounds American money on the 1912 rate 
of exchange) and then remembered he had 
forgotten his wife’s birthday. In a gran- 
diose gesture, he announced to his spouse 
that he had bought her something better 
than a bunch of gardenias - he had put her 
in the Bowie Pool! The lady didn’t realize 
at the time what a handsome present she 
was receiving. Neither did her mate. 

When Bowie closed it was found that the 
card of ten horses selected by the out- 
standing selector had rolled up the biggest 
score in win mutuels. 

When the significance of his accom- 
plishment struck the racing writer, he 
realized that $150 (60 per cent of the total 
pool) was too much money to put into the 
hands of any woman - even his own, So 
he made haste to communicate with the 
man who was holding the money. 

**You can make out the check to me,” 
announced the analyst of Thoroughbred 
potential. ‘‘I’ll turn it over to Mary’’ (the 
lady who warms his feet). 

The keeper of the exchequer turned

a cold, bloodshot eye on the scribe and 
responded, ‘“‘It’s in Mary’s name and 
Mary gets the money.” 


Late But Appreciated 

Weeping, pleading and threatening did 
no good; Mary got the loot. The lady said 
it was one of her nicest birthdays, even 
though the present came 40 racing days 
later. 

The next year, first prize went to 
another newspaperman, who eked out a 
close victory over the most brilliant handi- 
capper I know. 

In ‘59, first prize went to a gent ona 
stud farm, who had been low man the sea- 
son before. 

Last year, the most brilliant handi- 
capper I know took the pot through the 
gambit of sagaciously selecting a horse 
that paid $239.80. This was worth 23980 
points .and would have been enough to cop 
the duke, but two other sagacious selec- 
tors had the same horse, The finish was 
so close that a $3 mutuel would have won 
for the second finisher and a 2-to-l1 shot 
would have made the third man the winner.

The Wood Memorial 

The 37th running of The Wood Memorial 
drew a field of seven 3-yr-olds, most of 
them with top-drawer credentials, at 
Aqueduct on Saturday April 22. All of the 
starters were carrying the scale weight 
of 126 pounds in the one and one-eighth 
$75,000 added stakes. 

L. P. Sasso’s Globemaster, ridden by 
J. L. Rotz got out in front from post posi- 
tion number seven, increased his lead to 
four lengths in the stretch, and was ridden 
out to score a three and one-half lengths 
victory over the odds-on favorite Mrs. 
Katherine Price’s Carry Back, R. Lehman 
Ambiopoise, second choice with the public, 
finished six lengths in back of Carry Back 
for third money. Ambiopoise was a head 
better than the fourth horse, Mrs. Ethel D. 
Jacobs’ Dr. Miller. Harbor View Farm’s 
Garwol was fifth and O. Phipps’s Hitting 
Away, sixth and W. B. MacDonald, Jr.’s 
Covered Bridge seventh. The latter two 
horses were eased up after being hope- 
lessly beaten, The winning time was 1.50 
1/2 for the 1 1/8 miles. 

Globemaster is a bay colt, by *Helio- 
polis out of No Strings, by Occupation, 
bred by Shawnee Farm, Trainer T. J.

Riding C. N. Bliss, Jr.’s Go Bid Go, 
James Hruska captured the 2nd timber 
feature in the trio of cross-country races 
which will be concluded with the Maryland 
Hunt Cup on Saturday, April 29. 

A field of 8, including H. R. Fenwick’s 
Fluctuate, winner of the 1960 Maryland 
Hunt Cup, faced the starter and when away 
it was E. H. (Tiger) Bennett’s Flying Cub 
leading over the lst fence by a head. Go 
Bid Go was 2nd, a length away from Pobejo, 
now owned by Latrobe Roosevelt. 

The field had very little daylight sep- 
arating the contenders as they moved over 
the 5th, with Go Bid Go now with a head 
advantage over Flying Cub, with B. H.

KING RANCH REPATRIATES 
FREE AMERICA 

Very little publicity was given to an 
event of major importance for the sport 
of racing in Mexico. From an inside 
source it has been learned that horse- 
man Justo Fernandez has sold breeding 
Thoroughbred ‘‘Free America’’ to the 
King Ranch. 

Free America had been used at stud 
in various horse breeding ranches in 
Mexico, 

It is understood the King Ranch paid 
$75,000 for the return of the Thorough- 
bred, famed as outstanding sire, not only 
in Mexico but in the United States. 

Fernandez, in making decision to sell 


the stud horse, said that “there is little, 
possibility or future for breeding of Thor- 
oughbreds in Mexico.”* He added that the 
situation at the local Hipodromos de las 
Americas track does not help matters 
any, since purses are meagre as a rule, 
and not sufficient enough to compensate 
for high costs incurred by a horse breed- 
ing ranch, 

Currently, the Mexican-American 
frontier has been shut for import of 
horseflesh except when certain prere- 
quesites are met. These are so exacting, 
and prices for Thoroughbreds used for 
stud so high, that racing stables and 
horse breeders prefer to abstain since 
they see no profits in it under the system 
of weak purses offered by Mexican tracks. 

Case in point is the Mexican Grand 
National, highly touted as a ‘“‘major” 


The Chronicle of the Horse 
racing event. Yet the purse is but 70,000 
pesos added, or $5,600 dollars added, 
with this divided among the first five 
horses flashing across the finish line, The 
top winner gets around 50,000 pesos or 
$4,000 American for a feature race, with 
this more or less the standard purse for 
an ordinary card at tracks in the United 
States. 

And, with no possibility of exporting 
Thoroughbreds, the up in the air situation 
on imports, and low purses, is reason 
for the Fernandez decision to give up a 
high priced stud. He just had nothing todo 
in Mexico, E.Z,

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SUFFOLK DOWNS 
TRIPLE TURF TROPHY 

Suffolk Downs, which is the only track 
in New England to feature turf racing, 
has worked itself a deal which sounds 
pretty good, They are inaugurating what 
they call a Triple Turf Trophy Series 
which will consist of three races with 
added moneys aggregating $50,000, all 
the races being, of course, on the grass. 

The first of the series will be at a 
mile and a sixteenth for horses three and 
over with $10,000 added. It will be called 
the Clyde Park Handicap. The next will be 
at a mile and three furlongs with $15,000 
added. That one will be called the Bayard 
Tuckerman, Jr. Handicap. The final one of 
the series will be the already-established 
John R, Macomber Memorial Turf Handi- 
cap (they sure go in for long names for 
their races at Suffolk) with $25,000 added 
at a mile and a half. Some good ones have 
won that one including Fisherman and One- 
Eyed King. 

The part I like about that series is 
that the races are not carrying $1,000,000 
in added money with another $5,000,000 
being put up by the owners and the races 
are not for two-year-olds over 1 1/2 fur- 
longs. These races work up to a fair type 
distance and they are not extravagant. That 
is good, R.J. Clark 


BONUS PURSES FOR ALBERTA- 
SASKATCHEWAN HORSEMEN 
Thoroughbred breeders and owners 
whose charges performed on the Alberta-~ 
Saskatchewan racing circuit during the 
1960 season received a windfall in the 
form of bonus purses totalling $42,626.70, 
the largest ever dispersed by the cir- 
cuit. Under a standing agreement between 
the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association and the Western Canada Rac- 
ing Association, a total of 57 1/2 percent 
of the tracks’ nine percent take from the 
pari-mutuel handle _ is channeled into 
purses and dispersed at the end of the 
season, During 1960, wagering at the 
Association’s four tracks (Edmonton, Cal- 
gary, Regina, Saskatoon) reached $16, 
943,511, and purses for the 85 days of 
racing reached a respectable $876,826. 
During the season, a total of $834,200 
was paid out, leaving a net of $42,626.70 
for distribution, This amount compares 
with $32,972 earned in 1959 and $30,308 
in 1958. All races held during 1960 
that had a purse value under five thousand 
dollars were eligible to participate in the 
bonus distribution. For the season, 664 
events qualified for the bonus, each re- 


ceiving $64.19, Broken down to actual 





distribution, this amounted to $41.72 (65 
percent) for a winning race; $14.44 (21 1/2 
percent) for place position efforts; $8.03 
(12 1/2 percent) for show finishers. 

With minimum purses at Calgary and 
Edmonton established at $1,100 last sea- 
son, this boosts the figure to $1,164.19, 
highest in the 35-year history of Prairie 
racing. Similarly the Saskatchewan meet- 
ings at Regina and Saskatooncarded mini- 
mum purses of $1,000, which were sub- 
sequently boosted to $1,064.19, also a 
record for the province. The total purse 
distribution for the circuit for the sea- 
son, up some 90 thousand over 1959, 
was also a new high. In 1958 only $674,208 
was paid out, some 200 thousand lower 
than the past season. 

Top bonus breadwinners in this year’s 
distribution were Battle River Stables of 
Calgary, which received a cheque for 
$1,238.85, and Hurold Spady of Alliance, 
Alberta, who garnered bonuses totalling 
$1,105.57. EO. 


AMERICAN RACE HORSES 

“American Race Horses” for 1966 
will be published in substantially the same 
form as for the years 1958 and 1959, ex- 
cept that the short section given over to 
broodmare sires probably will be 
eliminated, since it entails more expense 
than its reference value justifies. 

The future of ‘“‘American Race 
Horses’’, after the 1960 volume, remains 
to be decided, perhaps by the publications 
board of the United Thoroughbred Owners 
and Breeders, if the owners’ and breed- 
ers’ associations are merged according to 
the plan approved last month by a com- 
mittee of the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, The fiscal problem 
remains, how to sell enough copies at a 
price high enough to pay the costs of 
production, Presently the outlook for a 
solution to this problem is a bleak one. 

The sire list inaugurated in ‘‘Amer- 
ican Race Horses”’ in 1958 is a counter- 
part of the invaluable list of dams and 
their runners in ‘Thoroughbred Brood- 
mare Records’’. Like the latter volume, 
it would be useful to anyone with more 
than a few thousand dollars invested in 
racing and breeding stock, and if allowed 
to accumulate for several years, it would 
supply the basic data for research of 
value to the industry. On the other hand, 
the reference and research material 
comes at too high a price: the few who 
can afford to pay for it cannot afford the 
time to use it. Hence the possible aban- 
donment of the project. (J. A. Estes in 
‘*The Blood-Horse’”’) 
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STEWARDS TRAVELLING EXPENSES 

Carroll Burns, currently steward at 
Oaklawn Park, won a recent case in the 
United States Court of: Appeals against the 
District Director of Internal Revenue, The 
latter had refused to allow a deduction 
for travelling experses incurred when 
Burns, during 1954, worked 72 days at 
Oaklawn Park, Hot Springs, Ark., and 155 
days at three meetings at Wheeling Downs, 
West Virginia. Burns, who has owned a 
home at Williamstown, Ky. for the previous 
25 years, claimed this as his residence. 
The Internal Revenue Service refused to 
allow this as his residence, however, since 
he spent 155 days at Wheeling, more days 
that he spent at Williamstown. Mr. Burns’ 
contention was upheld and he received a 
refund of $459.82. 


CERCLE DES AMAZONES 

The introduction of amateur races in 
France for lady riders has created the 
need for an equivalent of the ‘‘Gentlemen 
Riders Club”. The recently founded 
‘Cercle des Amazones de France” is 
presided over by Madame Charles du 
Breil, well known owner and rider.

The Irish Grand National 
Philip de Burgh-O’Brien 


Novel feature of this year’s Fairy- 
house was the new “picnic” car-park 
available to those who wanted a view of 
the racing without going into the enclosure. 
This proved to be a realistic idea for 
those once-a-year type of racegoers and 
their families. The charge was ten shil- 
lings ($ 1 1/2) with safe ‘‘roaming around”’ 
for the assorted children, dogs and cats, 
which accompanied the families. This was, 
I believe the brain-child of the secretary, 
Brigadier Martin, 

Well, Easter Monday dawned cold and 
sunny, but improved as the day progress- 
ed; wending their way were race folks by 
the tens of thousand - hoping to salvage 
something, many of them, from the ‘‘dis- 
astrous” Phoenix Park meeting on the 
Saturday when five favorites were shot 
down, including the much discussed Ty- 
phoon. At the end of the day few had pro- 
fited, most had lost, as thedefeat of fanci- 
ed chasers became almost a procession: 
it was truly a Bookies Benefit. A number 
of shrewd people left cars at home, taking 
the Transport Companies big Buses, which 
park easily, and can make a quick exit, 
unlike the general run of car-parks where 
confusion in the shape of intruding vehi- 
cles, nearby, is a common source of com- 
plaint. Farmers did a steady business, at 
high rates, in nearby fields, a form of 
“rolling the customer’’, that does not ap- 
peal to me atall. Sometimes you come back 
to find a Hereford chewing on the front 
tyres! 

Trainer Tom Dreaper saddled his fifth 
winner of the Irish National when Fortria 
stormed home, the easiest of winners un- 
der top weight of 168 pounds. A four lengths 
winner in the record time of 6.35.1, he 
vindicated the judgment of trainer and 
jockey, PatTaaffe, that he was more than 
a two miler, his usual racing distance, as 
when winning at Cheltenham. 

Brilliant in the past over the shorter 


route, he was opposed by most racegoers 
on the assumption of stamina limitations, 
for the National is run over 3 and one- 
quarter miles. Fortria’s victory was the 
first for London owner, banker George 
Ansley, a beaming top-hatted English- 
man, who praised all and sundry, then 
freely admitted, ‘‘My bet was one shilling 
each way.” Daughter, Penelope, danced 
with delight, ‘It’s the most thrilling thing 
I have ever seen.” 

The field in this one-horse-race was; 
Fortria (Taaffe), Owens Sedge(Magee), 
Fredith’s Son (Shortt), Highfield Lad (Kin- 
ane), Clipador (Beasley), San Marco (Coo- 
nan), Team Spirit (Robinson), Solfen (Raf- 
ferty), Knight Errant (Finnegan), Zonda 
(Cameron), Solitude (Carrol) Moyrath (Mc- 
Laughlin), Roddy Owen (Lillington), Kil- 
rory (Prendgergast). 

The race, briefly: Fredith’s Son, as 
usual, led to the tenth fence, where 
Roddy Owen came to join him. The pair 
shared the lead until approaching the 
fourth last, when Roddy Owen weakened 
and Fortria’s rider, Pat Taaffe, brought 
his mount, effortlessly, to join Fredith’s 
Son, At the third last, Fortria was .well 
clear and ran on to beat the staying Owen’s 
Sedge by four lengths, with Fredith’s Son 
a 1/2 length away. Highfield Lad was 
fourth. Course betting: 17 to 2; 11 to 2; 22 
to 1. Solfen, a horse with suspect legs, 
was a poor 4 to l favorite. The winner 
was easy to back at 10 to 1! 

Fortria, 9 years, was bred by Mr. 
Alec Craigie who also bred Sunria, the 
Ward Hunt Cup winner, owned by his nep- 
hew, Mr. Gordon Craigie. Senria, the win- 
ner’s dam, and of Sunria, was herself a 
Fairyhouse winner, for in her racing days 
she also won the Ward Hunt Cup. It was 
a day of doubles, for the winner’s sire, 
Fortina, also got the Dunshauglin Plate

Radnor Hunt Point-to-Point and Hunter Trials 
Betty Baldwin Meister 


The Radnor Hunt Point-to-Point Races 
and Hunter Trials were held at the Radnor 
Hunt.Club on April 8, at Malvern, Pa. Al- 
though it was a very windy day, it was the 
nicest they have had in several years, and 
the going was perfect. It seemed to be the 
rule rather than the exception to change 
the course this year and Radnor was no 
exception. The horses went twice around 
the course which started in back of the 
kennels, included four of the timber fences 
and then through the Thompson’s and 
Atkinson’s and back through the paddock 
behind the kennels. The course was a good 
three and an half miles over twenty-two 





fences. 

The first race of the afternoon was the 
ladies which Mrs. H, Nelson Slater had all 
her own way on her own Red Alan which 
she had ridden to winat Essex afew weeks 
before. Mrs. Slater went right to the front 
and was never headed, although the other 
three horses were in very close conten- 
tion until they went into Atkinson’s the 
second time. Miss Joan Ulrich, who was 
riding in her first race on Mr. John Fer- 
ence’s Box Turtle, parted company with 
her mount when he hit deep at the nine- 
teenth fence. As they came back into 
Thompson’s Mrs. Slater was several 
lengths to the good of Miss Betsy Roosevelt 
on her own Pobejo and went on to win with 
ease the Welsh Strawbridge Challenge 
Trophy. Pobejo finished second and Mrs. 
Michael Van Beuren on her Camroc wasa 
distanced third, 

Mr. Albert J. Nesbitt’s big Irish horse, 
Thurles Area, and rider Mr. Carl J. 
Meister, Jr. had very little effort in 


winning the heavyweight race. Mr. James 
Weeks’ Virginius took a very definite dis- 
liking to the first fence and refused out, 
which left Mr. Charles Oas in the lead on 
his Kennel Bound, The lead changed back 
and forth between Kennel Bound and 
Thurles Area the first time around, but 
Kennel Bound swerved going into the pad- 
dock in front of the crowd the second time 
and fell. This left Thurles Area several 
lengths in front of Mr. Rick Crowley on 
Mr. Jerrold Hey’s Roanoke, and they com- 
pleted the course in these positions with 
Thurles Area winning easily. 

The mens’ race for the R. K. Mellon

Perpetual Trophy was a very different one 
from the preceding two, Away on top was 
Mr. H. C. Baldwin, 3rd on Mrs. W. D. 
Hail’s Full Stop, a length to the good of 
Mr. William King on Mrs. Walter Stokes 
Aquitime Play. Mr. William B. Thompson 
on his Chestnut Chief and Mr. Dwight Hall 
on Mr. Thomas H. McKoy, Jr.’s Smokey 
were two lengths back as a pair over the 
first three fences. On the long gallop to the 
next flag, Smokey took over the pace set- 
ting duties with Full Stop, Chestnut Chief, 
and Aquitime Play following practically as 
a team a few lengths back. The front posi- 
tions remained unchanged over the next 
seven fences but coming back into the club- 
house field Full Stop and Aquitime Play 
had again gone to the front. Chestnut Chief 
was in the third spot with Smokey a length 
back several lengths to the good of Mr. 
Russell B, Jones, Jr., on Plumley Farm’s 
Bobbi’s Gold and Mr. Carl J. Meister, Jr., 
on his own Goldover, followed by Mr. 
Orville King on Mr. and Mrs. S. F. Pan- 
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coast’s Bay Timber. 

Over the next nine fences the first four 
horses could have been covered with a 
“blanket’’ with the two really great jump- 
ers, Aquitime Play and Full Stop, mostly 
in front galloping and jumping stride for 
stride and Chestnut Chief jumping as a 
team with them occasionally. Going into 
Atkinson’s Smokey began to tire and 
Bobbi’s Gold and Goldover began to move 
up. As they jumped the coop off Thomp- 
son’s drive they were well bunched, but 
when they started toward the last fence 
and finish, Aquitime Play came through 
with his famous finishing lick and went on 
to win by about five lengths over Full 
Stop. Chestnut Chief, not having jumped 
as well as he usually has, finished third 
about four lengths back and three lengths 
ahead of Goldover which had passed Bob- 
bi’s Gold after the last fence for fourth, It 
seems an almost impossible feat to beat 
Mr. King and Aquitime Play on their home 
ground, 

The special pair events, which area 
part of the hunter trials, are always the

Casanova Hunt Point-to-Point 
Nancy G. Lee 


A damp, unpleasant morning turned 
into an afternoon of sunshine for the 
Casanova Hunt Point-to-Point on April 
16th. Held at Spring Hill Farm, Casanova, 
Va., this meeting was originally scheduled 
for the last Saturday in February, but as 
everyone remembers only too well, at that 
time this year it would have taken several 
bulldozers to remove the snow in front of 
the jumps. 

Although only three horses came out 
for The Casanova Cup, this event was of 
great interest due to two of the entries, 
owner-rider Major George C, Fox’s Junior 
Chief and owner-rider Mr. Richard B. 
Spindle’s Volanee Boy. These two horses 
were the contenders for theSeven Corners 
Shopping Center trophy which was putinto 
competition this season. Junior Chief had 
accumulated 16 points toward annexing 
the trophy and Volanee Boy was right in 
behind him with 15 points. 

Owner-rider Lt. James P, Sinclair set 
out to give the two contenders a run for 
their money as he was off at a fast clip 
on his Spring Art. Not wasting any time, 
Spring Art was leading by some 8 lengths 
by the time she reached the 3rd fence 
with Junior Chief 2nd and Volanee Boy 
3rd. The mare showed a tendency to 
switch panels, but as she had clear 
sailing, this did not interfere with the 
other two horses. 

For a complete turn of the course 
this order was maintained, but over the 
10th Junior Chief had closed quite a bit 
of ground on the leader. Spring Art put in 
a rough one over the llth, but this 
apparently did not upset her rider. Racing 
toward the 12th, after which they would 
gallop along by the pond, Lt. Sinclair 
made a quick check over his shoulder to 
see how his competition was doing. 


After jumping the 13th, Volanee Boy 
really opened up and made his bid for the 
front of the field. However, his perform- 
ance over the 14th lost his rider. Volanee 
Boy continued running, giving Mr. Spindle 
no chance to remount. Spring Art refused 
to relinquish her position and came on to 
win The Casanova Cup by some 5 lengths 
with Junior Chief 2nd, 


Major Fox thus finished 2nd in this 
Cup race, but his accumulated points gave 
him the Seven Corners Shopping Center 
trophy. He has been the busiest rider in 
the point-to-point ranks this season, He 
has ridden at every Virginia point-to- 
point (two in one day - Warrenton and 
Middleburg - riding in three different 
events) and on the day the Old Dominion 
did not have a race scheduled, he went 
to Potomac where he and Junior Chief 
went into the winner’s circle. All of this 
busy season was not to garner points for 
the trophy as only a few events were 
designated as counting toward the final 
award. 

The first race was delayed at Casanova 
because a Pennsylvania van had had » 
flat tire; as three entries were onthevan, 
it was worth the wait. The juniors came 
out for The Tintern and this was a 
successful outing for owner-rider Master 
J. Prentis Greenaway on Blue Catch. In 
behind him was owner-rider Master Mike 
Claffy on Lonesome while owner-rider 
Miss Carol Courtney was 3rd on Stormie. 

The Spring Hill was an open race for 
gentlemen and was over the about 3-mile 
course of 19 jumps. Five horses lined 
up on the far side of the course and head- 
ed for the Ist jump a chicken coop. Dr. 
Joseph Rogers wasted no time getting 
Hunton Atwell’s *Lotus III to the front and 
held this position over the lst jump, 
followed by William Howland’s Bluff Point, 
Donald Patterson’s Tourlou, Mrs. George 
C, Fox’ Cool Harbor and Clayton Doing’s 
Jr. Jim. 

Steeplechasing’s leading rider of 1960, 
Tommy Walsh, took over the pace-setting 
duties with Bluff Point to lead over the 
3rd fence, with *Lotus III now 2nd and the 
rest of the field maintaining their original 
positions. Back to the chicken coop Bluff 
Point hadn’t let the deep going interfere 
with him and was still on top, followed by 
*Lotus III; Major George C, Fox was 3rd 
with Cool Harbor, having moved him into 
that spot in the gallop by the pond, ap- 
proaching the 7th jump. 

At the 10th, *Lotus III and Mr. Sandy

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The Anatomy of the Horse 


The Skin and Hair 


By Col. Marion I, Voorhes 


1, The skin is the covering tissue that 
acts as a protection to the surface of the 
body. It varies in thickness according to 
the amount of protection required (in the 
wild state) by the part covered, Name some 
of the parts over which the skin is the 
thickest. 

Over the back and quarters, and onthe 
legs. 

2. Of what use are the tactile hairs 
of the muzzle and eyelashes? 

They are feelers like similar hairs of 
the cat. If trimmed from the muzzle you 
will find that the horse strikes the bottom 
of the feed tub rather hard with the lips. 

3. Over the sides of the body the skin 
is capable of considerable movement, 
Name (not the professional name) and 
describe the muscle involved. 

The skin or “‘flyshaker’’ muscle is a 
thin muscular layer lying directly beneath 
the skin and attached to it. 

4. In health how does the skin feel 
when you push on it with the flat of the 
hand? 

It is fairly loose and freely movable 
over the structures beneath. It feels 
pliable and elastic. 

5. The skin is composed of two layers. 
Name the layers from outside to inside. 

Epidermis and Dermis. The outer 
layer is constantly being shed in the form 
of scurf or dandruff. It has no blood in it. 
The inner layer is deep and vascular 
(plentifully supplied with blood) and ¢lose- 
ly adherent to the underlying fat and skin 
muscles, 

6.a. The sweat glands are coiled tubes 
lying deep in the skin. They reach the 
surface by a thin spiral duct. They are 
constantly in action. Even though the body 
is at rest there is a very slight perspira- 
tion from them, though not enough to be 
visible. Give 3 reasons why sweating is 
necessary to the health of the animal. 

To keep the skin moist, to remove 
waste, and to help regulate the body 
temperature. 

b. In how many other hairy animals 
does sweating occur over the general sur- 
face of the body? 

No others except Zebu cattle. 

c. On which leg, if any, does sensible 
Sweating occur? Sensible sweating is the 
visible fluid which collects on the skin 
when the secretion is rapid. 

No sweating takes place on the legs. 

d. When the horse begins to break out 
where will the sweating be first observed? 

At the base of the ears, then the neck, 
then the sides of the chest. 

e. If your horse fails to sweat under 


exercise and air temperature conditions 
when you would normally expect it to 
what would you do about it? 

Assume that there is something wrong 
with it, give laxative feed and light ex- 
ercise until the cause is determined and 
remedied, at the same time watching the 
water intake which may be insufficient. 

f. Why does a horse sometimes break 
out when turned in the stall after you think 
it has been properly cooled out? 

Nervousness; as a result of extreme 
fatigue; probably not thoroughly cooled 
out. 

7.a. How are the hairs of the body coat 
produced? 

By hair bulbs which are deep in the 
skin, They make their exit at such an acute 
angle with the. surface that the healthy 
coat lies smooth and flat. 

b, What activates the hair when it rises? 

Each hair has a muscle which when 
stimulated can pull it into an upright 
position, 

c. How is the oil in the hair produced? 

On each side of each hair is attached 
a small sebacious oil gland the produce 
of which is exuded at the base of the hair. 

d, Where is the permanent long hair 
of the body found? 

In the mane, tail, eyelashes, around 
the muzzle, and at the back of the fetlock, 

e. What are“‘cat hairs’’? 

Rapidly growing hairs mixed sparsely 
over the general body coat, usually seen 
soon after clipping. 

8.a. If your horse is one of those 
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individuals which are consistently a little 
late in shedding in the spring, or one 
which normally sheds on time, but seems 
to be tardy in shedding during a particular 
season what would you so about it? 

Give a laxative diet, especially linseed 
meal; green roughage usually hastens 
shedding. Sometimes the animal is un- 
healthy and the veterinarian should be 
consulted. Parasites, and sharp teetiroften 
contribute to an unhealthy coat. 

b. How often does shedding occur? 

Twice a year - spring and fall. 

9. If you were judging a horseshow 
class in which quality was a condition, 
would you consider the fineness of the 
hair of the body coat, mane, and tail? 

Yes, and the width of the mane might 
also be considered. The width of the mane 
is determined by the width of the area 
from which the mane springs - you will 
recall that manes are thinned from the 
under side to improve their appearance. 

10, If your horse has a harsh or dull 
coat and the skin has lost its mobility 
so it feels ‘‘glued to the ribs’’ what do 
you do about it? 

Take the same action as when slow in 
shedding. Some horses go off in condition 
on account of over-work or nervousness, 
in which case the cause suggests the 
remedy. 

11, How do you prevent a sweaty back 
from being ‘‘scalded’’ if you unsaddle in 
the sun? 

Cover the moist area with a blanket 
until the blood circulation has returned 
to normal and the back is dry. 

12, What is the ideal way to effect 
gradual return of circulation in the area 
under the saddle after a long, hot ride? 

Loosen the girth and lead the last 
1/2 mile. 

13. What kind of trouble are you ‘‘ask- 
ing’’ for if you do not keep the saddle 
pad clean? 

A sore back.

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Judging Physical Characteristics 


In the April issue of ‘‘The Morgan 
Horse”, C, D. Parks, V.M.D., makes a 
number of interesting comments on judg- 
ing drawn from notes prepared for the 
Morgan Horse Club Field Day and Judging 
Seminar, May 9, 1959. Dr. Parks says: - 
‘Among the general terms used in judg- 
ing livestock, we will consider the follow- 
ing: 
1. Type. 

*‘Type may refer to a class ora breed. 
Vaughn in his book “*Types and Market 
Classes of Livestock’® defines type as 
follows: ‘A type is an ideal or standard 
of perfection combining all the char- 
acteristics which contribute to the an- 
imal’s value and efficiency for the pur- 
pose specified.” Examples of these are: 
draft type, saddle type, race type, etc. 

“Barly in his book “Judging Saddle 
Horses and Roadsters” defines breed- 
type (Saddle Horse) as follows: ‘A beau- 
tifully conformed body radiating anima- 
tion, alertness, intelligence, poise, dis- 
tinctiveness, spirit and majesty in ap- 
pearance represents the symbol of per- 
fection.’ 

**I like to think of breed-type as the 
model - the physical outline and the 
impression it conveys, It is the combina- 
tion of characteristics peculiar to the 
breed, They distinguish the breed from 
all others. 

2. Conformation. 

“Conformation refers to the symmetry 
of the parts of the model and their re- 
lation to each other. Breed type is the 
model, conformation is the degree of 
physical perfection in the model. Barly 
says, ‘Conformation should be defined as 
the parts collectively put together in the 
proper proportions and dimensions with 
their correct relation well formed to one 
another making the whole structure of 
the horse symmetrical and sound,’ 

3. Substance. 

*‘Substance refers to compactness of 
form. An animal of great substance is 
one of great depth and width in compar- 
ison with his height and length. This is 
in contrast to the animal lacking in 
substance which we may call ‘weedy.’ 
He lacks width of chest, depth of body 
and usually has a long back and body. 

“The bone system or the skeleton is 
the base of the structure of the horse. 
The muscular system forms the general 
outline. The fat system fills the spaces 
between the muscles and bones giving 
finish to the entire structure. All of these

help to constitute what is known as ‘‘sub- 
stance,” 

4. Quality and Refinement. 

“Quality and refinement are ina sense 
synonymous, Quality refers to the texture 
of the substance that makes up the animal. 
It is outwardly expressed by the degree 
of refinement of the animal. Quality of 
bone refers to its density. Quality of skin 
refers to its pliability and thinness. Quality 
of hair refers to its length and diameter. 

*‘Quality of the entire animal is most 
easily judged by the fineness of features and 
sharpness of the outline of the head and 
cleanness of limb, along with the pliability 
of skin and fineness of hair. 

“Quality and refinement are as im- 
portant in a breed class as type and 
conformation, It is the quality and ex- 
treme refinement with sufficient substance 
that makes the animal outstanding. 

“‘Many judges have placed quality an- 
imals over those of good type and con- 
formation, but which lacked a high degree 
of refinement. This is due, inmany cases, 
to a lack of knowledge of the importance 
of the distinguishing characteristics of the 
breed. Since we do not always have good 
type and conformation with quality and 
refinement in the same animal at our 
smaller shows, it is time we reached 
agreement as to which is more important 
from a breed point of view. 

5. Condition. 

*‘Condition means the degree of health 
and amount of fat covering the animal and 
is sometimes referred to as ‘‘bloom.”’ 
It is more properly termed “‘finish.” 
Animals in top show condition must be at 
the peak of health and with the right 
amount of fat covering, to give them their 
smoothest appearance. Fat fills the 
creases between the muscles and gives 
the animal a smooth finish. Some animals 
can stand and need more fat than others 
to give the finished look. Too much fat, 
however, tends to cause lumpiness and 
detracts from symmetry. 

“Condition is reflected by the horse’s 
expression of well-being and contentment 
as Opposed to the dull look almost always 
seen in the thin, out-of-condition horse. 





“*Proper condition is further augment= 
ed by proper trimming of the head and 
legs and through grooming; all of which 
add to the finished product. 

6. Countenance, 

**Countenance is the mental expression 
of the horse. Each breed of horse has a 
characteristic countenance which is as 
different from each other as nationalities 
of people. Morgan countenance should 
express an abundance of controllable 
energy, exemplified by a friendly attitude, 
and bold, energetic and fearless move- 
ment. It is actually the nervous system 
of the Morgan that makes him the in- 
vincible, but controllable animal that he 
is. The control of his great physical power 
was what made Justin Morgan the cham- 
pion pulling, trotting and parade horse of 
his day. This is in contrast to the ‘“‘hot 
horse” which defies direction of his 
physical powers. 

**Presence is the degree of perfection 
of countenance and includes stately bear- 
ing, poise, dignity and style. 

(Under headings 7 and 8 Dr. Parks 
discusses the color and size characteris- 
tic of the Morgan.) 

9. Way of going. 

Morgan way of going is just as char- 
acteristic as is his type. He goes the 
way he does because of the way he is 
built. Powerful muscles acting on the 
short bone structure of the limbs produces 
the rapid, powerful yet graceful and elegant 
way of going. The accent of action is on 
the flexion of the pasterns rather than the 
knees and hocks. The Morgan should move 
in a bold, fearless, animated, balanced 
and light manner. The stride is not long 
nor high, but extremely powerful and 
elastic. 

10, Soundness. 

“Any structural deformity or physical 
injury which impairs the normal function 
of the animal is anunsoundness. Blemishes 
are usually scars from some injury and 
may not be unsoundness. Most common of 
the unsoundnesses are: spavins, curbs 
and ringbones. Less serious unsound- 
nesses are: splints, bog spavins, thicken- 
ed tendons, tied-in tendons and badly 
formed feet.”

I know 
the school Daisy went to and I would 
say it was a far better life than being 
sold from hand to hand on down the line 
until she hit the dregs and went to the 
cannery. 

Her working hours will be short. Rid- 
ing classes are held from 3 to 5 on 
weekdays, On Saturday the advanced riders 
ride from 1 to 5, using only the horses 
up to the work, which will probably ex- 
clude old Daisy. She is more likely to be 
teaching the beginning and intermediate 
riders, which is undoubtably what Daisy’s 
mourners were regretting. They were 
probably thinking of the jerking and haul- 
ing a beginning rider gives a horse when 





he rides on his own, 

But how many instructors allow that 
in their ring these days? Anyone I know 
has their beginner horses well enough 
trained that they pretty well respond to 
the instructor’s voice from the center of 
the ring, and the riders spend much riding 
time with the arms crossed, learning their 
balance independent of their hands. When 
they do have the reins in their hands, 
they have to show a lot of slack or get 
dressed down from the center of the ring. 
Very few forward seat riders are per- 
mitted to ride the horse’s mouth while 
developing their balance, 

I would have liked to have told Daisy’s 
wake-holders that they should save their 
tears for their own children’s horses, 
These two are notorious for pounding their 
horses on the roads, cowboying at a dead 
gallop around the grounds and vans at 
horseshows, and flailing their horses 
upon emerging from the show ring without 
a ribbon, It never occurred to these 
mothers that these two horses were the 
ones to be pitied, or that there might 
be some reason behind their long string 
of lame horses (Sell him and buy a better 
one that can win and isn’t always going 
lame, Mother - the dealer just sold you a 
lemon, that’s all.) 

Daisy’s stall will be thoroughly clean- 
ed each morning and picked up againlater 
in the afternoon, Nobody spends much 
time cleaning the ‘‘Rough Rider’s”’ stalls 
- their horses have been seen to emerge 
from the barn wet to the knees, and they 
hadn’t been in a soaking tub! Daisy’s 
tack will be thoroughly cleaned once a 
week, and oftener if it needs it. The 
Rough Rider’s don’t even clean theirs 
up for the shows, and the horses have a 
variety of hairless rub-spots and white 
marks from old saddle sores, 

Daisy’s feed will be the best. The 
school’s horses are fat and slick and 
healthy. They are clipped and well- 
blanketed in winter, and always walked 
until cool after use. The Rough Rider’s 
bring their horses in soaked, in winter 
coats, and slap them into the stall to 
shiver themselves dry. (Funny that horse 
coughs so much, isn’t it, Mother?) Al- 
though their horses were expensive, are 
well-bred and have good conformation, 
simply because their horse’s ribs always 
show. Since they never worm, and under- 
feed for the amount of hard day-long 
riding they do, their protests that their 
horses are just hard keepers brings a 
hollow laugh from the other horse folk, 
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(No, Mother, two coffee-cans of corn a 
day ISN’T enough! No, you WON’T founder 
him if you give him any morel I KNOW 
the Amish blacksmith said he didn’t have 
worms, but try a veterinarian, oncel) 

Although she won’t see much hard 
galloping, Daisy will get regular ex- 
ercise. With almost a hundred girls riding 
and twenty-five horses in the string, her 
work will be fairly steady, although she 
probably will rest on Wednesdays and 
Saturdays, when the advanced riders ride, 
and Sundays are loafing days, spent in 
the pasture when the weather permits. 
But her happy jumping days aren’t over. 
There’s nothing like a wise old hunter to 
teach the young ones to jump, and to 
Daisy those one and two foot jumps will 
be like door-jambs to pop over - just 
enough to keep her limbered up, and not 
enough to wear her down, And summers 
spent lazing out in the big pasture make

a nice idyllic old age for an old gal like 
her. She may raise a nice colt or two for 
the girls to lose their hearts to. 

I think Daisy will have a wonderful old 
age. Schools are notoriously reluctant to 
part with their old-timers, and I have 
never heard of a gift horse being sold - 
usually that is part of the agreement. 
One Riding Master I know comments wryly 
that he often has the feeling that he is 
running a home for the aged. Going down 
the line of stalls, it does seem that way. 
But due to the fine care and good diet 
they get, they all look bright and in top 
condition! 

I think old Daisy is fortunate to live 
out a happy, useful life in a big, warm 
barn where there is always something 
going on and where she has the companion- 
ship of other horses and the affection of 
her young riders - I’d feel sorrier for 
her if she were shut up in a cold, lonely 
one-horse shed for the rest of her life 
with nothing to occupy her mind, So let’s 
not feel so darn sorry for the poor school 
horses - they have a pretty good time of 
it, I’d say!

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Jim was in behind the leading *Lotus III 
but on the flat, the latter really opened 
up, increasing his lead. At the 18th, an 
aiken, *Lotus III hit below his knees, went 
earthward to slide along on his chest and 
to his left, Mr. Chapot had a few anxious 
seconds as Tourlou was close to the 
falling horse. To the far right, Jr. Jim 
and Mr. Young also came down, 

This left Bluff Point and Tourlou. The 
former headed for the 19th and last to 
jump on top. Mr. Chapot hustled up 
Tourlou to take the lead in the stretch, 
but in the final stages, Tommy Walsh 
brought Bluff Point on again to win. 

The ladies race, The Melrose Castle, 
not only brought out the largest field but 
they also chalked up the best time over 
the about 2 |/2-mile course of 17 jumps. 
Miss Sharon Campbell on her Snap On 
and Miss Vivian Ralls with her General 
B, had a little difficulty at the start and 
the latter did not break with the field. 
However, she finally straightened away 
her horse and did ride over the course. 

Miss Wendy Ledyard on George T. 
Weymouth’s Polish Ship and owner-rider 
Miss Lee R, Greenaway were away quick- 
ly, but owner-rider Miss Barbara Kraeling 
on Uncle Monk jumped the Ist jump right 
in behind Polish Ship, with Redmond 3rd. 
Uncle Monk went to the top between the 
lst and 2nd jumps; by the Sth, Uncle Monk 
and Polish Ship had opened up quite a 
commanding lead over the rest of the 
field. Redmond hit the 6th jump hard and 
his youthful rider did a masterful job of 
staying aboard, Horace Moffett’s Phalene 
and Miss Kathy Kusner had moved ahead 
of Redmond approaching this jump and as 
the field was away winging toward the 7th 
(chicken coop), they were well strung out. 

Over the 10th Uncle Monk held a S- 
length lead with Polish Ship 2nd and 
Phalene some 20 lengths ahead of Red- 
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mond and Snap On. At the 12th Uncle 
Monk was still running and jumping by 
himself, Phalene made a run at Polish 
Ship, but the latter outjumped the chal- 
lenger and stayed in the second slot. At 
the 13th a wide margin separated Uncle 
Monk from Polish Ship and Phalene as the 
latter two jumped on even terms. 

The chicken coop was the 15th jump. 
Phalene landed in the second position and 
went after the still leading Uncle Monk, 
Uncle Monk maintained his lead over the 
final two fences, but in the stretch drive 


Phalene came on to win by half a length 
with Uncle Monk placing in front of Polish 
Ship. This made four trips to the winner’s 
circle in as many outings for the com- 
bination of rider Miss Kathy Kusner and 
Phalene and six for Miss Kusner, as she 
had won two other ladies races, one on 
*Lotus III and the other on Comet Blend. 

Owner-rider Mr. E. R. Miller was the 
early setter in the heavyweight race, The 
Rock Hill, Over the Sth jump, owner- 
rider Mr. Thomas M, Beach took over 
with Big John and was never headed, 
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winning by half a length ahead of owner- 
rider Mr. Robert Green on Secret Lady. 
This pair distanced the 3rd horse, Gray 
Light, owned and ridden by Mr. Joseph 
Claffy as Hop Scotch was 4th. 

An Old English point-to-point hurdle 
race was added this year, something new 
in point-to-point annals, Called The 
Rogues Road, it was run over 1 1/2 miles 
and 7 hurdles. Anthony Bishop’s Left

What started out as a perfectly 
glorious day rapidly deteriorated as the 
sun disappeared, and the sky prematurely 
darkened and all-day rain gradually set in. 
Fortunately the good blue-grass turf pre- 
vented the courses from becoming too 
slippery and dangerous, although horse 
vans had quite a time leaving for homel 

As last year, the maximum quota of 
35 entries was filled, even before the 
entries closed officially, several having to 
be turned away. Though starting last, 
the principal interest was of course inthe 
Open Division, Both judges, Mrs. I, Pres- 
nikoff and Col. E, C, B, Scherrer, com- 
bined to adjudicate the six starters inthis 
group. The standard was not high, this 
being the start of a new season, but 
will undoubtedly improve. Miss Mandy 
McCormick’s hardy grey Tournament’s 
Beau, this time ridden by H, S, Treviranus, 
led the field with a score of 76 penalty 
points, his work at the canter being 
Particularly good. The steady combination 
of Eye Spring and Mrs. J. M. Rogers 
Came next with 84, followed by Lt. R. 
Beck on his wife’s experienced mare, 
Taxco with 88.5. The familiar dun, Archer, 
with Felix Nuesch up, came in with 91 
points. The Connecticut entry, Miss B. 
Sexton’s Count Alexis was unfortunately 
eliminated, taking absolute exception to the 
white center line, but was permitted to 
continue in the other tests. 

The cross-country course atShan Hill, 
the home of Mr. & Mrs. G. P. Greenhalgh, 
Jr. was brand new, alternating in character 
from a galloping to a trappy one over 
undulating grass country, the scenic beauty 
of which was hidden by a low overcast. 


The twenty-five cross-country obstacles 
represented every sort with a certain 
emphasis on drop fences. The more im- 
posing ones included a “‘lumber camp” of 
heavy timber, over which logs would be 
rolled (being on a slope) onto truck beds. 
The ‘‘log cabin’? looked immense, but 
caused no trouble. As always, the finish 
board fence came in for some rapid 





changes of direction of the involuntary 
kind, The Drainage Ditch (three element) 
combination failed to over-impress any 
horse, while the succeeding ‘‘Splash’’ 


took its toll without question; An in- 
nocuous dead tree trunk, barely 2°6” at 
the edge of a rather blackish dew pond 
appeared to upset even the most coura- 
geous! Eye Spring and Count Alexis re- 
fused here while Tournament’s Beau was 
eliminated, most determined not to pro- 
ceed. Even the “‘Ha-ha’’, a 5 foot drop 
over a rail off a stonewall was treated

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in a routine manner, as was a Trakehner- 
type, almost hidden from view, with a 
sticky, if not thorny, approach. 

Archer, fairly hustled over the course, 
came in with 24 bonus points for a full 
minute ahead of time. Taxco also made 
bonus being 40 seconds early. Archer’s 
bonus points moved him into the lead, 
if only by 5S 1/2 points, over Taxco, 

A driving rain combined with failing 
daylight and greasy footing actually made 
the raising of obstacles in the Jumping 
Test unnecessary. Even so Mrs. Beck’s 
Taxco put in the only clear-round to lead 
again with a total of 72.5 points and win 
the Open Division over Canaan Farm’s 
Archer who had five fences down for 
second place, Eye Spring finished a close 
third with only one down, 

In the Intermediate Division the dres- 
Sage standard varied considerably, and 
the best ride was that of the stocky chest- 
nut, Gamecock, ridden by her owner, Mrs. 
H, S. Treviranus for a score of 63 points. 
J. C. K, Shipp’s Firecracker, consider- 
ably improved and ridden by Mrs. J. 
Sturrock scored 72 for next place. An 
even ride by A. Mackay-Smith on his 
Hi-Hampton, back in competition after 2 
years’ absence, placed him among the 
leaders. The cross country course, a shade 
under 2 miles, took in 29 fences, many 
of which were also part of the ‘‘Open’’ 
course, though in some cases modified. 
Again, the above described Splash took an 
excessive toll. In fact only 4 horses 
managed to jump it at the first attemptl 
Among them was Firecracker, who had 
no penalties whatever, M, Gaines and M, 
Barclay’s Epi d’Or with time penalties 
only, Jade Wind (F, G, Harting, Jr.) 
and Susan Melody (D. Semmes), J. Gibson 
Semmes’ trusty Ducksoup proved to be 
the only other horse without a penalty 
which put him into second place behind 
the winner of this Division, Firecracker, 
since the Stadium Jumping Test did not 
alter this standing. This test was evident- 
ly too severe, only Miss P, Donovan’s 
Beswick getting around without a fault, 
partly undoubtedly because of the greasy 
footing. Here Gamecock with 20 penalties 
dropped to sixth place. Miss Sarah Willis

and her Blue Wasp managed a very steady 
performance for third placing. 
Understandably, the Preliminary 
horses, for the most part raw beginners, 
fared poorly with two notable exceptions; 
Lt. R. Beck’s second horse, the very 
promising Trials’ horse Kitty Hawk and 
Mrs. Fritz Coester’s Night Song, who 
established something of a record by com- 
ing all the way from Iowa City, Iowa, 
(over 1000 miles) arriving the day before 
the Trials! Kitty Hawk led in the dressage 
test most convincingly, followed by Night 
Song. This order did not change again to 
the final placing, nor did any other horse 
come close to challenge them, over a 
rather simple and short cross-country 
course, which also took in the well- 
worn ‘‘Splash”’ - amazing how much better 
these novices managed to negotiate this 
hazard! Sugirito, owned by M. Gaines 
and M, Barclay took third place, having 
dropped behind, largely because of time 
penalties. Thus the new location and the 
new course proved a success hardly spoilt 
by the cold and wet, though it did at the

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Elkridge Harford Hunt Pony Club 
Intra-Club Rally 


During the past year, the Elkridge 
Harford Hunt Pony Club has admitted 
many new members who, with their 
parents, are _ enthusiastically active. 
Realizing there is a large void between 
theory and practice, it was decided, early 
this year, to sponsor two intra-club Rallies 
which were to be purely educational: one 
would be for the D’s and one for the C’s, 
Four teams of each were selected, com- 
posed of those members who were capable 
of managing a mount alone and, where the 
child had no horse or pony, one could be 
borrowed. One D team and one C team 
were placed in the hands of a B or 
Associate member for complete manage- 
ment, organization, teaching and training. 
After the usual vicissitudes - impossible 


weather, drop-outs, and additions, the 
teams were as ready as time would 
permit, 


The D Rally was begun with an open 
Junior Hunt on Saturday April 1 under the 
auspices of the Elkridge Harford Hunt and 
as part of a field of about fifty children. 
They were observed for control and hunting 
manners. As they had all hunted before, 
they each returned with a perfect score. 

Now the real test was to begin. Follow- 
ing the Hunt, the mounts were returned 
to the Club where stabling had been pro- 
vided by the Hunt Club whose facilities 
were to be used for the other phases of 
the event. After cooling out and bedding 
down, they were invited to a tea served 
by Mrs, Dean Bedford for all participating 
in the Hunt. 

By 6 P.M., time for the first official 


stable inspection, peace reigned where 
such a short time before had appeared 
utter confusion. While some of the more 
intimate aspects of grooming had been 
ignored and much of the tack had need of 
considerably more elbow-grease and, in 
some cases, repair, the alleys were all 
swept down and the ponies watered and 
contentedly munching hay. 

On Sunday morning, one or two children 
and their parents were delagated from each 
team to do the chores for their entire 
team and at 1 P.M. the rides began. For 
this event, they had not been asked to 
memorize them; however, they had been 
schooled in phases of the Z ride and were 
now asked to perform these figures on 
command in a regular menage. 


For the last phase, the D riders were 
divided into two groups - the jumpers and 
non-jumpers. The former, following a 
mounted B rider, were taken in a group 
over a relatively short cross-country 
with low jumps and strategically placed 
judges; the latter group under Mrs. Bed- 
ford and a B rider’s guidance, did a 
similar trip with no jumps but gates to 
open, streams to ford, and manners and 
general helpfulness to be observed. 

Because of the educational nature of 
this Rally and because the parents needed 
and requested more knowledge to carry 
on Pony Club activities at home, each 
child was permitted to have one parent 
working with him.

Three Creek Farm

for those who want a young pony to grow 
up with the children, 

Our family enterprise has been based 
on two concepts. The first was that we 
wanted an activity in which we could 
invest future educational funds in such a 
manner that it would be possible for each 
member of the family to make a con- 
tribution commensurate with his interests 
and abilities to help increase this invest- 
ment. Breeding, barn work, training, and 
showing ponies give each member of our 
family adequate opportunity to accept 
definite responsibilities. The second was 
recognition of an increased interest in 
riding by children. This convinced us that 
an immense market for children’s ponies 
has developed since the war. The Welsh 
ponies our children were using were 
trained and could be ridden by small 
children for pleasure and showing. How- 
ever, as friends and others we knew 
began looking for similar mounts, they 
were unable to find them. Few breeders 
had personnel for training their ponies. 
As we realized the demand for, and short- 
age of, trained children’s mounts, all signs 
pointed to a boom in quality riding ponies, 
Specifically in the fringes of the huge 
suburban areas. 

The Moss children showed at many 
local shows, such as Fair Hill, Unionville, 
Cecil County, as well as Eastern Pony 
Congress, Devon, Harrisburg, and the 
National All Welsh. In the Pony Working 
Hunter Class at the National All Welsh 
Show, Jimmy, riding Heatherstone Bugail, 
lost his seat completely. He dangled from 
Bugail’s neck, determined not to touch 
the ground, and struggled slowly to get 
back in the saddle. During this period, 
Bugail stood perfectly still and after 
Jimmy had remounted, they finished the 
course. This accident proved what a safe 
mount a Welsh pony can be for a small 


child. He was rewarded with a third- 
place ribbon. We were pleased, too, that 
Saddle Acres Brightlight, which we had 
sold last spring to Dongret Farms, won 
second in the Pony Hunter Stake. The 
children worked hard all summer, showed 
in many different shows, and enjoyed the 
thrill of winning ribbons and trophies and 
a Reserve Championship. Ann, 12, who 
trains many of our ponies, won a Cham- 
pionship with a Thoroughbred hunter she 


trained and rode at Unionville. There were 
occasions, though, when all did not go 
well. One of these was at Harrisburg 
when nine-year-old Jimmy, after groom- 
ing Bugail carefully and thoroughly study- 
ing the course, rushed into the ring and 
went smoothly but INTHE WRONG DIREC- 
TION! After he was ‘“‘tooted out,”” we 
asked the little fellow what happened. He 
had an honest answer, “‘I was scared and 
I forgot.”

Origin of U.S.E.T. Inc. 


Dear Sir: 

It has been called to my attention 
that credit for the founding and organiza- 
tion of the United States Equestrian Team 
has been claimed by the American Horse 
Shows Association, perhaps unintentional- 
ly or inadvertently. One of the actual 
organizers has made a point of asking 
me to set the record straight. There is 
no question about the early history of the 
organization, The facts are all within my 
personal knowledge, since I acted as 
attorney for the incorporating group; wrote 
the by-laws; was the original secretary 
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and chief administrative officer and 
*thoused” the corporation in my office 
at 60 East 42 Street, New York City 
until it was moved to Virginia. 

The necessity for a civilian team 
became obvious at the National Horse 
Show held in 1948, The only United States 
representative in military classes was Lt. 
Gordon Wright, U.S. Army Reserve. We 
were without international representation 
as a result of the fact that there was 
no longer any U.S, Cavalry and hence, 
no Army Team. At that time there was 
a distinction between Military Classes 
and International Classes. As a Reserve 
Officer, Gordon was eligible for the form- 
er type. 

Every time he (Gordon) entered the 
ring wearing the olive drab of the U.S, 
Army the audience figuratively tore off 
the roof of the Garden. There was no 
question but that the crowd considered 
him to be the U.S. representative at 
that show. The mandate was clear. A 
representative team had to be provided 
and since the Army was out, it hadto be a 
civilian team. 

During the last few days of the show, 
I prepared the necessary papers for the 
Incorporation of anon-profit, membership 
corporation under the laws of the State 
of New York. The law required that five 
persons sign the application for incorpora- 
tion plus the approval of a Supreme Court 
Judge. I asked Sam Campbell of Chicago; 
Col. Bill Henderson and Hugh Grant 
Strauss to sign along with Gordon Wright 
and me. The application was approved and 
Incorporation resulted shortly thereafter. 
Organization work commenced almost im- 
mediately. Gordon was in charge. We used 
his facilities at White Plains, N.Y. 

At the annual meeting of the American 
Horse Shows Association which took place 
the following January (two months later), 
General Tuckerman advised me that the 
Directors of the National wanted to or- 
ganize a team to be ready for the next 
National and suggested that we consolidate 
our efforts. This was agreed to and as a 
result Col. “‘Gyp” Wofford was brought 
in to replace Gordon Wright. Col. Wofford 
was also made President of the Corpora- 
tion, Eventually, Col. Wofford was suc- 
ceeded by Whitney Stone, the present 
incumbent, who is really responsible for 
the financial success of the undertaking. 
I bowed out as soon as administrative 
procedures and tax complications were 
disposed of. My services were voluntary, 
and the office was moving to Virginia. 

Recently, I was requested to assist 
in the formation of a Junior United States 
Equestrian Team Corporation. This or- 
ganization is now in the process of forma- 
tion, It is hoped that in short order it 
will rank with similar groups in other 
nations, As is obvious, the primary pur- 
pose of the organization is the develop- 
ment of International calibre riders.

In the past decade, I have read about 
every book, periodical, editorial and 
letters written to the various papers and 
magazines, in regards to Jumps and 
Jumper Courses. 

In many instances, the person or per- 
sons responsible for setting up the fences 
or courses, either lack the know-how, or 
say “‘what was good enough for lastyear’s 
show, should be good enough for this 
year’s,”” 

A situation like this will only dis- 
courage the exhibitors and will, in no 
way, enhance the gate receipts. 

Show Managements could and should 
get the best talent available to design 
and build the fences and set up the courses. 

l, Engage a person with know-how, 
even though he may not be one of their 
own organization, to design the jumps and 
courses. 

2. Give him the help to do the job 
properly. 

3. Carry out the Rules and Require- 
ments, as set forth in the A.H.S.A. and 
F.E.I, rules. 

If the above is properly carried out, 
even those who object to F.E.I. rules 
will willingly exhibit their horses in those 
Classes, the classes are administered 
Properly, the courses accurately 
measured, provided correct time estab- 
lished, proper timing devices provided, 
etc, 

And, all of us, who either exhibit, or 
are spectators, will enjoy ourselves a lot 
more and come away from the show a lot 
happier,

More onF.E.I. Classes 


Dear Sir: 

Much has been written pro and con 
regarding F.E.I. classes, and in each 
case, management has been criticized, 
probably justly so. Any show which in- 
cludes F.E.I, classes for jumpers must 
be made aware of the meticulous pre- 
parations necessary in order to conduct 
these classes smoothly and without in- 
cident or cause for discontentment, Knowl- 
edgeable personnel must be chosen for the 
various jobs as timers; starters; weigh- 
masters; ground judges; and paddock 
judges who supervise the drawing for 
positions. Prior to the show, courses 
should be set up so that they may be pro- 
perly measured in order to have the ac- 
curate course picture posted atthe proper 
time during the show. Measuring of the 
course should be done by someone who has 
ridden jumpers at some time in his life, 
preferably with tape or wheel. All combi- 
nations should be taped without fail. 

Deviations from the rules which are re- 
ferred to as ‘“‘modifications’’ seem to lead 
to the greatest number of disputes since 
they are seldom sufficiently described in 
the prize list and leave exhibitors, judges 
and stewards confused since no one has the 
same interpretation of the ‘‘modification’’. 
If all shows would stick to the rule book, a 
better understanding will be achieved by 
spectators and exhibitors alike. 

_ Everyone seems to be in agreement 
that F.E.I, classes have been instrumental 
in offering better jump courses, or at 
least they made management conscious of 
trying to build better obstacles - but few 
have pointed out that they promote better 
horsemanship which is especially evident 
in the skill required to ride BETWEEN 
obstacles in order to time the round 
properly, Thus jumping classes are no 
longer limited to the strong armed pro- 
fessional or dare devil youngster who 
would ride those ‘‘stop and rush” horses 
at break neck speed over the obstacle, 
only to pull them up sharply immediately 
after landing by means of sharp bits, 
Standing martingales or more severe 
contraptions. Then prance, trot or slow 
canter to within a few feet of the next 
jump and start the rush all over again. 


The time allowed to complete an F.E.lI. 
course has made people conscious of 
maintaining a gallop between fences which 
naturally requires better schooled horses 
than the old type open jumper. This pro- 
cess, of course, takes greater skill and 
more time on the trainers part but he 
will be rewarded by finding a larger num- 
ber of customers for his jumpers especial- 
ly among the youngsters. Ten years ago 
there were very few jumping classes at 
shows for juniors, now one sees entire 
sections devoted to such classes. 

The speed requirements are generally 
from 300 to 400 yards per minute. In 
timing many hunters, I found that they 
use a minimum speed of 400 yards per 
minute and some over outside courses

exceed 500 yards per minute, comparable 
to a 3 minute mile. Very seldom does a 
rider incur time faults over a properly 
measured F.E.I, course unless hampered 
by refusals. It is part of good horse- 
manship to know how fast one’s horse 
walks, trots, and whether he is galloping 
at the rate of 12, 15 or 20 miles per 
hour. The person who has taken the trouble 
to time his horse at the 300 to 400 yards 
per minute gallop has no doubt found that 
the horse can be well controlled at that 
rate of speed. 

Jump offs are usually held over raised 
and shortened courses and with time to 
decide in the event of equal faults except 
in Puissance where the purpose is to 
achieve great height. Again the rider with 
the well schooled horse who can shave 
corners, lengthen and shorten his stride 
at will, and place his horse (Bob Egan 
and Max Bonham) has the advantage over 
his inflexible poorly prepared opponent 
who makes wide turns and tries to gain 
time by speed. Surely, it takes a little 
longer and requires more skill to train 
the type of horse that can win a jump off 
on his gymnastic ability rather thanrush- 
ing him over the higher fences. But then 
that is progress which gives the skilled 
craftsman the advantage and is definitely 
a step in the right direction. 


F.E.I, classes are achallenge and have 
given renewed interest to youngsters and 
adults who own horses which were never or 
seldom among the winners in hunter 
classes. They have given renewed interest 
to boys who had become discouraged by the 
winning ways of the opposite sex in the 
hunter divisions. F.E.I. classes have open- 
ed the jumping sport to a great number of 
people who are unable to own horses which 
are required to jump 4’6” or S’ to win an 
open jumper class under AHSA rules. Win- 
ners can be decided over 3’6’’-3’9" by 
means of the time element and to eliminate 
that would mean a definite step backward 
and doing away with an opportunity for the 
rider with an average horse which are in 
the majority. Widen the scope of this acti- 
vity and we will see moreriders and more 
spectators at horse shows. We make pro- 
gress in every other sport, why not do the 
same in show jumping.
